Msgr. John Tracy Ellis, first holder of the 
Chair of American Catholic Church History at the 
Catholic University of America, said ‘‘the history 
of diversity in the Church reveals a wonderfully 
rich and varied pattern of cultural differences, of 
ethnic expressions, of disciplinary differences— 
and all these beneath the universal canopy of the 
Church of Rome with no harmful effects to basic 
unity of belief and structural harmony.”’ 


BUT DIVERSITY has sometimes ‘‘wrought 
havoc within the family of the Church when 
differences took their ground on doctrinal 


matters, > he added. 


Comparing the Arians of the fourth century 
‘*to the ominous foreshadowing of schism in the 
person of Archbishop Marcel Lefebvre and his 
followers of 1976,’’ he said “‘their diversity would 
seem now to have gone quite beyond the 
question of the Latin Mass in their repudiation of 
many of the teachings of Vatican Council II.’’ 


Msgr. Ellis, in an address on “The History of

If BEGAN LAST March when, as a daily 
Mass regular at San Salvador, Tantardini 
noticed that occasionally one or two other 
regulars would be missing. 


She discovered that extended serious illness 
accounted for their absence. Her interest 
stirred, Tantardini discussed it with her father 
Henry, himself an invalid, who suggested that 
Millie ‘‘bring the Mass to him and others 
unable to attend.” 


Armed with a tape recorder, Tantardini set out 
to do exactly that, recording Masses and the 
Bible study classes offered by San Salvador 
pastor, Father Peter Luque, to be replayed for 
shut-ins. wie € 


- ST STRUCK ME as a great idea,’’ Father 
Luque said, adding that Millie’s tapes ‘‘have 
brought a lot of comfort and joy to many 
people.” 

He also added that the taping ministry led 
Millie to becoming an extraordinary minister of 
the Eucharist enabling her to take Communion 
as well as her recordings to the shut-ins. 

~ -Tantardini recalled that one of the first people 
to benefit from her tapes was 2 woman who had 
both her legs amputated. ‘‘When I first visited 
her, she was extremely depressed,’’ remembers 
Millie. : 

‘“‘BUT AFTER A few visits, sharing my tapes, 
her whole attitude changed 180 degrees. She 
began to laugh, crochet and became a much

VATICAN CITY [NC]—Pope Paul has accused Archbishop 
Marcel Lefebvre of adopting a ‘warped ecclesiology’’ and of 


happier person. And that attitude spread to her 
family. Her joy made them happy too,’’ she 
said.

Tantardini finances the project herself, and 
noted that it costs almost $50 monthly just for 
batteries to power the tape recorders she leaves 
with shut-ins. : 


Moreover, she would like to buy some tape 
players at $27 each, because they are more 
simple to operate for shut-ins when she leaves 
tapes for them to play.

Bearing mute testimony to their busy 
schedules are their appointment books. Page 
after page, the notations are almost a litany 
of confirmations, special parish events, 
dedications, .groundbreakings, etc. 


AND BECAUSE Southern California is a 
leading center for conventions, the blank 
spaces in the books of Bishop Leo T. Maher 
and Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez are 
soon filled. 


Demands for their presence are great,» 


and, when time permits, they are happy to 


accept. 


In the last year or so several major 
Catholic groups have chosen San Diego as 
their national meeting site, and either 
Bishop Maher or Bishop Chavez, or both, 
have been on hand to greet them. 


THEY HAVE welcomed the Canon Law 
Society of America, the’ Italian Catholic 
Federation, the nation’s Catholic vocations 
directors, the National Catholic Stewardship 
Council, the National Conference of Catholic 
Cemeteries, the National Workshop on 
Christian Unity and others. 


Moreover, secular groups call on them 
constantly. In recent’ weeks Bishop Maher 
delivered the invocation for beth the 


California League of Cities meeting and the 


dedication of the new Scripps medical 
research facility in La Jolla.

Normally scheduled Monday-Friday, most) 
confirmations do not begin until 5:30 p.m., 
but just getting there cuts heavily into the 
bishops’ work days as they travel the 
36,000-square-mile diocese. 


AND IN the four-month period between 
‘February and May there are only 80 working 
days. With 50 confirmations apiece at the 
tate of one a day, the bishops will be on the 
road more than half the time. 


The confirmation trail will take Bishop 
Maher from El Centro to Victorville and from 
El Cajon to San Bernardino. Bishop Chavez 
will travel from Barstow to San Diego and 
from Palm Springs to Ft. Yuma.

The war-like toys of Christmas 


With Christmas all too near—an Advent 
away — should parents boycott military-type toys for 
their children? Recently two religious educators 
differed on this question. At an Albany. meeting 
Mary Newland of the local diocesan office of 
religious education said ‘‘boycott’’ but Father 
Brian O’Shaughnessy, teacher at a diocesan high 
school, said the toys could be used to teach peace. 


Mrs. Newland said that allowing children to play 
at war teaches them violence, adding to the 
aggregate of that commodity children get from 
television anyway. 


The priest said parents could use war toys to 
explain to children that war is a game for them, but 
that real war is not, and that children should be 
taught alternative ways of resolving conflicts. 


Take a look at the large proportion of toys 
devoted to war and its weapons— about one-third of 
any toy department. 


‘Ex-priest professors 


There is a problem over former priests, now 
married, who teach at officially approved Church 
universities and seminaries. At a recent meeting in 
Rome of Catholic universities and seminaries the 
question arose of 30 laicized priests who have 
married and who wish to continue teaching in 
Holland and Canada. The Vatican’s : Doctrinal 
Congregation has made it clear that such men may 
not teach in sensitively Catholic theological areas. 

A note from the Vatican to the theology faculty in 
Montreal regarding four teachers. there said: ‘“A 
priest reduced to the lay state, especially if it is 


done in order to get married, is no longer ° 
authorized to teach in a faculty of Catholic. 


theology.’’ The Dutch bishops received a similar 
instruction last month. 


A delegate from one of the affected teaching 
centers put it this way: ‘’The law is indeed clear, 
but the reality more complex. Some of these men 
are gifted scholars and highly competent teachers. 
You can’t fire 12 per cent of your staff without 
damaging the faculty, and you can’t go out on the 
street and find substitutes of the same caliber.’”’ 


It is a difficult problem indeed, not only from the 
viewpoint of scandal, but also from that of equity, 
and the valued services some of these men still can 
perform as teachers. However, it is a very delicate 
position they hold—certainly in a seminary 
situation—and one cannot argue with the Church’s 
view that it is better that they leave. In general 
teaching positions perhaps there are different 
circumstances. But teaching in Church schools of 
theology? Surely there’s a conflict. 


Hypocrisy at UN 


If there is one commodity which flourishes at the -

Another cynical and hypocritical act by UN 
recently was voting Angola membership while still 
keeping the door closed to Transkei, the new 
country on the other flank of South Africa. Angola 
achieved independence by bloodshed, with Cuban 
help. Transkei obtained in peacefully, over many 
years of preparation. But that doesn’t suit the 
radical elements of UN. © 


Marriage is for life 


The recent promulgation of guidelines for 
pre-marriage instruction in this diocese has raised 
some queries. This was to be expected. One of the 
most frequent questions is simply: why? Why the 
time stipulation? Why the series of talks with the 
priest or deacon? Why the pre-Cana and Engaged 
Encounter provisions? 


Many of the provisions are not new, of course, 
but the time factor and the requirement. of 
instructions have become mandatory so that we 
have a consistent policy throughout the many 
parishes of this diocese. Otherwise there is a 
tendency for people to ‘‘shop around’’ to find the 
most ‘‘lenient’’ parish as far as requirements are 
concerned. 5; 


The reason for stricter rules should be apparent 
to anyone who looks at the sad statistics of marriage 
and divorce. The preparation for marriage is not 
only concerned with ensuring the best chance of the 
couple having a successful and happy marriage, but 
also with factors which have a direct bearing on the 
validity of the marriage. 


It is strange, that out of all the contracts we make 
during a lifetime, perhaps the least attention is 
given to the contract of marriage, that “intimate 
partnership of life and love’’ as Vatican II described 
it. We worry through the small print on a car deal, 
an insurance policy or a mortgage. But too often the 
only ‘‘test’’ for marriage, the only fine print, is an 
expression of ‘‘love’’—real or imagined. So the 
new guidelines are part of an attempt to explain the 
‘fine print’’ of the marriage pact.

For us, who are usually reluctant to 
take even our own sins upon ourselves 
let alone someone else’s, the idea of a 
life given in mortgage for a faithless 
people and generations yet unborn is 
often quite incomprehensible. We 
recoil from the suspicion that perhaps 
in this, too, we are meant to follow in 
his footsteps! 


BUT WHEN YOU think of it, 
although we may not suffer for the 
sins of the world, we certainly suffer 
because of them. One cannot be born 
into the human condition without 
being affected by the sin—the 
_ evil—that exists and has existed since 
time immemorial. For that matter, 
few, if any, of us, do not contribute to 
that evil. 

Even if we did not—even if we were 
sinless oursleves, we would not be 
free of the suffering caused by the 
sinfulness of others. Like Jesus 
himself, even Mary’s pure and 
innocent soul was_ pierced through 
with sorrow and pain she did not earn. 


because we are of mankind and one 
with it. Jesus was not born into 


original sin—there was in him no- 


tendency to separate himself from the 
Father and the love which bound 
them—but he ‘‘took on’’ the sins of 
the world when he took on humanity, 
and his life and death were a premium 
willingly paid to liberate us from the 
bondage of sin.

Paul says, in atonement. 


LIKE REPARATION, atonement is 
not a popular term today. They are, it 
seems, hard words for us< of this 
generation to appropriate to our- 
selves.

It seems less threat- 
ening, perhaps, asking rather less of 
us. In a sense, it is personal in 
context—our need to be reconciled to

Like Us Except in Sin 


Did Jesus experience 
human life as we do? 


By Father Alfred McBride, O Praem 


“Jesus Christ is like to us in all things, 
except sin.’’ 


That Jesus Christ was human in the blunt 
sense of being born as a human baby, 
growing up as an adolescent and developing 
into nature manhood is self evident from the 
New Testament testimony. The question of 
His humanness assumes this fact. 


HE HUNGERED and ate. He grew tired 
and slept. He wept at funerals, laughed at 
celebrations, drank wine at weddings, and 
sang at Passover feasts. He shivered in 
winter, sweat in summer and ached with 
life’s numerous and petty afflictions. 


Discussions about being human today, of 
course, rarely dwell on these simple 
observations. It is not physical traits of 
humanity that claim our attention so much as 
the psychological ones. 


Did Christ get in touch with His feelings? 
Look at Him weeping by the tomb of 
Lazarus, one of his best friends. Did He 
bother with people’s illnesses? Listen to the 
blind, the lame and the deaf whose 
afflictions He healed. 


DID HE permit His defenses to be 
breached? Could people get through to Him 
when He appeared to resist? Go over the 
Story of the Syro-Phoenician woman 
pleading to have Him cure her daughter. 


Jesus seemed determined to reserve His 
healing powers for Jews only, ‘‘the sheep of 
the house of Israel.’’ Yet the engaging 
“typescript of that case study’’ shows how 
the woman uses persistence and the clever 
byplay about food for dogs and crumbs for 


puppies to affect Jesus and cause. Him to 
change His mind. 


The other side of that story is that Jesus 
did not have a closed mind. He was open to 
persuasion and change. Humanly speaking, 
He could be touched—and He was. - 


WAS HE above being an advocate for His 
case? Did He refuse to enter into persuasion 
and argument Himself? Review the story of 
Jesus and His encounter with the woman at 
the well. 


No modern trained guidance counselor 
could be more in touch with the subtleties of 
human relationships as Jesus was in that 
memorable vignette. She brought Him a 
problem that included five failures at 
marriage and a sense of emptiness in her 
faith. 


Far from responding to her as a crass 
answer man, Jesus created a situation of 
acceptance with all possibility of threat 
removed. He made her feel at ease and 
gently urged her to talk through her 
problem. He clearly possessed the quality of 
“‘sensitivity’’ so much prized today. 


THE FOUR phases of that scene, (1) small 
talk about water; (2) the spiritual meaning of 
water; (3) the moment of truth—‘‘Go get 
your husband’; (4) the welling up of 
acceptance and forgiveness—‘‘I am the One 
you seek,’’ constitute one of the greatest 
testimonies to Christ’s capacity to show. us 
how to be human in the fullest sense of the 
word. 


The poet Coleridge once wrote that when 
joy leaves one’s life, then nothing can be 
achieved any more.

Jesus Did Become Man 


The Gospels give the

Did Jesus experience life as we do? A 
believing Christian and especially a Catholic 
can give only one answer: Of course! It is a 
formally defined doctrine of the Church, 


. based on the data of the New Testament, 


that when the Son of God became man, He 
did not cease to be divine, but He did 
become a man, with all the limitations and 
weaknesses to which any real man is subject. 


Recalling the New Testament teaching on 
Jesus’ humanity is no simple ‘task. If the 
Gospels were biographies of Jesus in the 
modern sense, it would be relatively easy. 
There would be a straightforward record of 
His words, deeds, and sentiments. But such 
is not the case. 


AS THE bishops of the world put it, in 
Vatican II’s ‘‘Constutution on Divine 
Revelation,’’ par. 19, the apostles handed on 
to their hearers what Jesus had said and 
done. But they did so “‘with that clearer 
understanding which they enjoyed after they 
had been instructed by the events of Christ’s 
risen life and taught by the Spirit of truth.”’ 


By the time the Gospels were given their 
present form, the Christian communities had 
reflected in faith on the mystery of Christ for 
several decades. The Gospels give us the 
fruit of this reflection and apply it in varying 
ways to the actual life-situations of the 
communities for which they were written. 


The Gospels are inspired interpretations 
of the historical Christ-event-in the light of 
post-Resurrection, post-Pentecost  faith— 
and the important word here is ‘‘interpreta- 


-tion.’’ (See the Franciscan Herald Biblical

WRITING WITH a developed realization 
of the full identity of Jesus as Son of God as 


well as Son of man, the Evangelists. 


retrojected their faith in His divinity into 
their accounts of His human career. 
Consequently, it is not always easy to 
distinguish historical fact from faith-interp- 
retation. Still, making allowances for the 
unique character of the Gospel-form, we get 
a clear picture of a very human Jesus. 


Like all of us, He began this life as a 
helpless, dependent baby. He had to grow in 
awareness of the world about Him. His 
growth in knowledge, like ours, depended on 


_ look, 


fruit of decades of faith 


the physical development of brain capacity. 
He had to learn how to walk, talk, pray and 
eventually how to saw a board and drive a 
nail. 


More importantly, He had to develop 
self-awareness, ego-identity, in the usual 
way, by a variety of interpersonal relation- 
ships. ‘“‘Jesus, for his part, progressed 
steadily in wisdom and age and grace before 
God and men’’ (Luke 2:52). 


A DEVOUT son in a devout family, He 
became increasingly conscious of experienc- 
ing a special, indeed a unique relationship 
with His heavenly Father. This relationship 
eventually involved a mission which we now 
call messianic. 


Did this mission crystallize for Him on the 
occasion of His Baptism in the Jordan? 
Possibly. The Evangelists interpret this 
event by using Old Testament allusions and 
imagery which would suggest that it was 
something like the so-called inaugural 
visions of the great prophets. 


At any rate, Jesus went directly to the 
desert to struggle with the implications of 
His mission. Should He attempt to meet the 
razzle-dazzle expectations of His contemp- 
oraries or follow the path of humble, 
suffering service charted by the Servant of 
Yahweh in Second Isaiah? This seems to 
have been the choice which confronted Him 
in the temptation experience—and we know 
what His decision was. 


‘NOW HE was teady to carry out His 


mission, and it. entailed all sorts of 
authentically human joys and sorrows. The 
Gospel of Mark especially portrays the 
humanity of Jesus; not that the others do 
not, but Mark does so most vividly. 


Jesus’ relatives think He is out of His 
mind (3:21); He is presented as a carpenter, 
son of Mary (6:3), unable to perform any 
miracles at Nazareth (6:5 ff), unwilling to be 
called good (10:18), ignorant of the time of 
the Final Judgment (13:32), seemingly 
abandoned by God on the cross (15-34). 


In a perfectly human manner He turns to 
asks information, prays to God, 
suffers, dies. He feels human sentiments: 
anger, pity, displeasure, affection, sadness. 
His human will is quite distinct from the 
Father’s: He prays to be spared the horrors 
of the passion, and in the next anguished 
breath accepts the divine decree. 


Yes, Jesus shared fully in our humanity.

Sisters evidently hadn’t heard about 


retirement yet when I was in grade school at 


St. John’s in Logan, Ohio. 

In many ways, though, you couldn’t tell. 
Wimples, veils and all that covered some of 
the signs of old age, like grey hair. They 


couldn’t all have been old, however. A few of 


them are still living and I’m not exactly a kid 
anymore. 

BUT SISTER Helen Marie, my first and 
second grade teacher, had to be one day 
older than God. 

The little wisp of a woman hadn’t 
forgotten the tricks of the trade, though. She 


‘taught us our numbers and letters and had 


us endlessly tracing circles so that we’d 
stave off writers’ cramp. I learned the first 
two, but the writing vaccination never took. 

The small nun’s really ‘special gift, 
however, was her tender love. We learned 
the closeness of our God and the earthiness 
of our faith from her and our aged pastor, 
Father James Nevin. I can,still remember 
how they showed us the inside of the 
confessional. I even remember the exact 
spot where I knelt to receive — First 
Communion. 


I RECALL, too, how Father Nevin showed 
us that water for Baptism is ordinary water. 
He told a story about a man who was in a bad 
accident and was in danger of death. 
Someone came along, he said, and asked 
him if he had been baptized. He hadn’t and 
indeed he wanted it. But when the stranger 


came back from the near-by creek with 
muddy water in a rusty can, the injured man 
reacted. So did we. 

Then the kind old pastor told us how Jesus 
was baptized in the muddy water of the 
Jordon and the class never forgot that water 
for Baptism really is ordinary water. 

Father Nevin died when I was in the third 
grade and Father Bobby Brown came to care 
for the parish for a while. Wow! What a 


‘difference! He was a young, plump, jolly 


man, who was always on the move, and often 
took some of the older boys with him when 
he went. We really thought they were lucky. 


BUT FATHER Brown didn’t stay long. 
Father John Eyerman came to be our 


~ pastor. He was a resourceful man who liked 


to kid people. And even though he rambled 
in his sermons, we liked him. 

Many years later when I was assistant 
pastor under Father Eyerman at St. Aloysius 


parish in Columbus, he told me how much 


discipline trouble old Sister Helen Marie had 
with the first and second graders. 

So he said he went into the class one day 
and asked the children if they knew why 
Sister’s ears were covered. They didn’t, of 
course. 

“BECAUSE SHE has big ears,’’ he said. 
“And when you talk when you’re not 
supposed to, they grow. You don’t want 
Sister’s ears to grow, do you?”’ 

Yes, Jesus walked the earth in my young 
life. The hyperbole, the parables, the temper 
and the loving care and sacrifice were all 
there in the people whom He sent.

“Yahweh is good 
to those who trust 
him, to the soul that 
searches for him. It is 
good to wait in si- 
lence for Yahweh to 
save.’’ (Lamenta- ~ 
tions 3:25) 


Why would one 
wait unless they ex- 
pected something better to happen, 
something better than they could do on 
their own strength? Waiting is useless 
unless we expect one who is better to 
come to our aid. ‘‘No one who waits for 
you shall be put to shame; those shall be 
put to shame who heedlessly break 
faith.’’ (Psalms 25:3) 


But why should we expect someone 
greater to come unless he himself 
had promised that he would come? 


Mary was able to see herself exalted, 
since, as she said, ‘* ‘God who is mighty 
has done great things for me...He has 
upheld Israel his servant, ever mindful 
of his mercy; even as he promised our 
fathers, promised Abraham and his 
descendants forever.’ ’’ (Luke 1:49, 54) 


Thus, fear and confusion will take 
flight when we consider who it is that 
we wait for: it is God Himself who, in 
turn, has promised that we could be 
“filled with the utter fullness of God.”’ 
(Ephesians 3:19) 


But how do we wait in order to be 
filled with the utter fullness of God: In 


_ all his possessions.’’ (Luke 14:44) 


- for Yahweh to save.’’ (Lamentations 
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Waiting in faith 


Ephesians 3:16+ it implies that we 
must hope in the infinite glory of God 
through faith in Christ, while building 
by the power of the Holy Spirit on love; 
thus, we must wait in faith, hope and 
love. 


Isaiah saw seraphs standing above 
the throne of Yahweh ‘‘each with six 
wings: two to cover its face, two to cover 
its feet, and two for flying.”’ (Isaiah 6:2) 


The two wings covering the face 
symbolizes faith which alone ‘‘can 
guarantee the blessings that we hope 
for or prove the existence of the realities 
that at present remain unseen.”’ 
(Hebrews 11:1) The two wings covering 
the feet symbolizes hope: ‘‘In hope we 
were saved. But hope is not hope if its 
object is seen; how is it possible for one 
to hope for what he sees?’’ (Romans 
8:24+) 


Finally the two wings used in flying 
symbolize the affections of love by 
which we make our way to God. But how 
can we use our affections for flying if 
they are bound to earth? Thus, the 
Savior exhorts us, ‘‘...none of you can 
be my disciples if he does not renounce 


Again, ‘‘It is good to wait in silence 


3:26) To wait in silence is to wait in 
faith for what we do not see, in hope for 
what we do not possess and in love for 
God ‘‘ ‘...with all your heart, with all 
your soul, and with all your mind.’ ”’ so 
that you can ‘‘ ‘love your neighbor as 
yourself.’ ’’ (Matthew 22:37+) For you 
know that He is coming to help us.

Preaching to Children 


Colorful children’‘s liturgy 


By Joseph M. Champlin 


In any parish with several priests we 
normally find the younger clergy relate best 
to the children and teenagers. They are 
closer to them in age, share more of their 
interests and possess that joy, enthusiasm 
and interest which attracts youth. 

Jesuit Fr. Richard P. English is an 
exception to the rule or perhaps proof that 
one can be young in heart and spirit, even if 
older in years. 


FOR THE first two decades of his: 


priesthood, Fr. English conducted retreats 
for individuals in their teens, initially at 
Gonzaga Retreat House in Monroe, N.Y. and 
then at St. Ignatius outside Buffalo. 


His superiors, after those 20 years, gave 
him a sabbatical, an opportunity for several 
months of study and research. He put the 
time to good use, updating his theology and 
getting a clear picture of the best in post 
Vatican II thought. 


When that renewal period had been 
completed, Fr. English accepted an assign- 
ment as associate pastor at a parish in 
Florida. Almost immediately he began a 
weekly liturgy for children on Sunday. With 
careful and creative planning the Jesuit 
found he could by means of these special 
Masses, communicate today’s theology to 


the children and through them to the adults. , 
MANY ADAPTATIONS were necessary. 


In making these changes, Fr. English 
followed principles contained in the Roman 
“Directory for Masses with Children.’’ 


For example, he normally employs only 
one scriptural reading, the Gospel. Article 


42 supports that approach: “‘If three or even 


two readings on Sundays or weekdays can be 


understood by children only with difficulty, 


it is permissible to read two or only one of 
them, but the reading of the Gospel should 
never be omitted.”’ - 

Article 48 states: ‘The homily in ‘which 
the Word of God is unfolded should be given 
great prominence in all Masses with 


children. Sometimes the homily intended for’ 


children should become a dialogue with 


them, unless it is preferred that they should 
listen in silence. 


FR. ENGLISH has taken those words to 
heart. His homilies, based on Ignatian 
principles for reflective meditation and 
prayer, seek to involve the youngsters 
actively in them and frequently include a 
dialogue between the celebrant and the 
children. 


In the sermon he first tells a story from 
that day’s Gospel. Next, he creates for them 
a picture of the scene. Then he urges his 
little listeners to make of this a moving, 
talking picture employing all of their senses 
to do so. 

Finally, Fr. English helps them to get the 
idea behind this human incident in the life of 
Jesus. Thus he gives his hearers a story, 
picture, movie and idea. 


In this process the Jesuit priest turns to a 
variety of visuals for assistance. Once again, 
the “‘Directory’’ encourages such innova- 
tions: 


“THE LITURGY of the Mass contains 
many visual elements, and these should be 
given great prominence with children. This 
is especially true of the particular visual 
elements in the course of the liturgical year, 
for example, the veneration of the cross, the 
Easter candle, the lights on the feast of the 
Presentation of the Lord, and the variety of 
colors and liturgical ornaments.’’ (Article 
35) : 

“For the same reason the use of pictures 
prepared by the children themselves may be 
useful, for example, to illustrate a homily, to 
give a visual dimension to the intentions of 
the general intercessions, or to inspire 
reflection.’ (Article 36) 

Does all of this bear spiritual fruit? Large 
crowds at the liturgies sustained over 
several years says something about the 
drawing power of his approach. 

Comments from adults are likewise quite 
convincing: 

““We used to drag the kids to church. Now 
they drag us.’’ 

“They used to sing pop songs from the 
radio, now they sing songs from Mass.’’

Korean ‘pied piper’: a new threat to American youth? 


Through his. Unification Church, 
self-ordained Korean evangelist Rev. 
Sun Myung Moon has brought his 
crusade for a ‘‘better world’ to the 
U.S. According to this analysis by 
National Catholic News Service [NC 
News], Rev. Moon and his followers, 
called ‘‘Moonies’’, have enslaved the 
minds of thousands; of American 
young people. Helping their children 
break away from the Moonie influence 
and: regain control of their own lives 
has cost agonized parents thousands 
of dollars. 


They’re clean-cut, happy patriotic 
Americans; members of a church that 
professes to seek a better world. 


Yet, more and more persons are 
asking what type of a-group leaves its 
former followers saying they had lost 
all control over their lives, and 
thanking God their. families or friends 
had them kidnapped from the church 
and ‘‘deprogramed.’’ 


The ‘Unification Church of the 
self-ordained Korean evangelist Sun 
Myung Moon is coming under 
increasing scrutiny from residents of 
San Francisco Bay area and other 
parts of the country.

also closely monitoring Moon’s tactics 
and progress in his sect’s efforts to 
draw more members. Dominican 
Father W. Kent Burtner in particular 


"has been observing the almost Pied 


Piper effect of Moon for the last seven 
years. 


Father Burtner, who served as an 
assistant director of campus ministry 
at a Bay area Catholic college, : has 
spent time debating with Unification 
Church leaders and worked with 
former ‘’Moonies’’—as followers. of 
Moon have come to be called—and 
parents of Moonies. 


He’s seen the anguish of Moonie’s 
parents and friends and the doubt and 
confusion of persons who have just 
left the tightly-knit community of 
Moon. 


GENERALLY, Moonies are white, 
middle class, well-educated Ameri- 
cans between 18 and 30 years ‘old, 
Father Burtner said. Particularly 
susceptible are college freshmen and 
those who are about three years out of 
college who are disillusioned with the 
way their lives have been going since 
graduation, he added. The average 
age is 23. 

Usually, persons are first intro- 
duced to the Unification Church by a 
Moonie hawking flowers or candy 
near a university or college and are 


-invited home to dinner, Father 


‘Burtner said. 


Moonie houses, which aren’t the 
basic ram-shackle college-type home 
but old mansions and_ fraternity 
houses, are usually in college or 
university cities such as San Francisco 
and Berkeley. 


AT THE MOONIE dinner you're 
“‘niced to death,’’ Father Burtner 
said. ‘‘Moonies say, ‘We’ve got the 
absolute truth’ and that’s a nice 
feeling.’’ ‘ : 

After the dinner and lecture that 
follows, potential Moonies are invited 
to spend a weekend at Boonville, a 
rural retreat north of here. ‘’You ride 
up on a bus with Moonies and all the 
way you sing songs. It’s like you’re 
going to summer camp,”’ he said. 

So intense and convincing is the 
weekend experience that many stay 
on or leave only long enough to- quit 
the jobs or school they’ve left behind, 
he explained. It can be weeks after 
that initial encounter that the new 
Moonie actually learns about Moon, 
he added. 


WHEN MIKE EGART, 27, joined 
the Unification Church he was 


Deprogramming Moonies 


Costly service for agonized parents 


BERKELEY—A_ new profession 
has risen to counter the success of 
Sun Myung Moon—that of kidnap- 
ing and deprogramming ‘‘Moonies’’ 
—and other young adults captivated 
by one or more of the many cults 
attracting more and more persons in 
this country. 


The kidnapings and deprogram- 
mings are difficult and expensive, but 
parents such as Mr..and Mrs. Neil 
Maxwell of Berkeley are willing to go 
to almost any length to get their 
children away from other Moonies. 


THE AVERAGE COST of the 
process can be from $5,000 to 
$10,000. Legal fees alone can run 
from $2,000 to $3,000. Many parents 
like the Maxwells have hired lawyers 
to get them a legal conservatorship, a 
court order allowing them to handle 
all their child’s affairs. 


The next step is to line up someone 
to do the deprogramming. This can 
involve flying out a professional team 
of -deprogrammers, renting from 
three to five motel rooms a day for up 
to a week and paying for meals, 


telephone calls and from two to four. 


weeks at a rehabilitation center at 
$150 a week. ; 


What is a deprogramming? Basic- 
ally, it’s nonstop talk. ‘‘A deprogram- 
mer is always very gentle and loving, 
but it can get pretty hairy at times,’’ 
he said. ‘‘The deprogrammer is 
almost like a father figure. He 
presents facts and tapes of people 
who have come out,’’ Maxwell said. 


MEMBERS OF the Unification 
Church tell a different story, however: 
“We feel that basically it (deprogram- 
ming) is virtually a terrorist activity, a 
brutal process,’’ said Michael Smith, 
national director of the church’s 
public affairs office. 


“It’s not only a danger to the 
individual rights of the Unification 
Church, but | think it’s dangerous to 
religion in general,’’ he said. ‘‘It’s 
more like something you might read 
about (happening) in the Spanish 
Inquisition’’ than in the 20th century. 


After the initial deprogramming, 
Maxwell suggests the person be sent 
to a rehabilitation center for two to

disillusioned with the usual 9-to-5 
routine after getting out of the Navy. 
“T_was in a deep spiritual search. | 
was turned off from the tradition- 
al...,’’ -he said. 


“When (my generation) came 
along, there was Vietnam, Watergate 


and immorality. We could see nothing | 


but corruption, decay and decadence. 
Everything’s been a mish-mash since 
we were born,’’ Egart explained. The 
Unification Church offered him religi- 
ous solidarity at least. 


He thought an Eastern philosophy 
might be what he was searching for so 
he moved to the San Francisco Bay 
area to attend the California Institute 
of Eastern Studies in Berkeley. 


ONE DAY, when walking down, a 


- Street in Berkeley, he was ‘‘ap- 


proached by some nice young kids 


-and | was overwhelmed by how nice 


they were. They showed me a picture 
board of Boonville as the ideal city 
where you love and share in God.’’ 


He left school and went to Boonville 
where he fell in love with the people. 
“1 pitched right in and got brain- 
washed in their way of life,’’” Egart 
said. 

Egart kept hearing talk of a 
Messiah that was coming and was 
told if he stayed long enough he’d find 
one too. ‘‘The way they teach you is 
so convincing—they lay it all out on 
these charts. You can believe it if 
you’re subject to constant mind 
control,’’ he said. 


four weeks to help him adjust to a 
normal life again. 


DEPROGRAMMING however, is 
not always successful. Some not only 
go back to the Unification Church but 
try to have their parents or others 
involved in the kidnapping pros- 
ecuted. The church itself says half of 
those deprogrammed return. 


How do you tell if your -child is 
involved with the Unification Church? 
The first thing to look for is changes in 
the individual. ‘‘These can be subtle 
and happen over an extended period 
of time,’’ Maxwell -said. 


SOME. THINGS to look for, he 
suggested, are changes in dress, 
hairstyle, attitudes, responses to 
jokes and interplay with family 
members. ‘‘The most drastic change 
is ego. The person is deprived of all 
individuality. 

‘Imagine a pumpkin. You cut off 
the top, scrape out the inside, put a 
candle in, cut a smile and you have a 


Moonie. A Moonie is a shell of a 


person,’’” Maxwell said. 
NC News 
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HOW IS SUCH -control achieved? 
Ex-Moonies say they’re brainwashed, 
fed a sparse diet, attend hours and 
hours of lectures, spend long hours 
laboring and sometimes can only 
sleep four or five hours a night. Egart, 
like other former Moonies soon 
learned after his conversion that 
fellow Moonies thought of Moon as 
the Messiah. 


He said that in the first two weeks 
he didn’t believe he was being 
‘‘suckered into anything.’’ Yet, 
within two months, he felt '‘’so 
manipulated, used and abused but | 
wasn’t strong enough to see my way 
out of it.’’ 


Ex-Moonies say Unification Church 
members at times do their best to try 


_and. discredit parents. ‘‘We were 


taught Satan works through parents, 
They didn’t teach us to hate our 
parents but you wind up hating 
them,’’ Egart said. 


ONE DAY WHILE sitting in a 
Moonie flower.van, he was listening 
to a Moonie read from ‘‘The Master 
Speaks,’’ an anthology of Moon’s 
doctrine, that Christ was a failure and 
Moon was greater than Jesus. He 
realized then he had to get out and he 
did. 

“I think the Holy Spirit hit me,’’ 
Egart says, and he believes only the 
Holy Spirit can free someone from the 
grips of Moon and his followers.

Churches halt lettuce boycott 

TORONTO, Canada—Because ‘‘a degree 
of industrial democracy has arrived for 
California farmworkers’, four Canadian 
churches have ended their institutional 
support of the three-year-old boycott of 
California grapes and lettuce sponsored by 
the United Farm Workers of America. The 
churches involved were represented by the 
Toronto archdiocese, the Toronto Board of 
Rabbis, the United Church of Canada and 
the ‘Toronto Anglican diocese. 


‘Orthodox’ college to open 
HAYMARKET, Va.—A new ‘‘orthodox’’ 
Catholic college, to be called Christendom 
College, established to provide ‘‘full 
Catholic truth in higher education,’’ will 
open its doors next September in Triangle, 
Va., it was announced here. Dr. Warren

Foundation, affiliated with The Wanderer, 
conservative national Catholic weekly news- 
paper is the president of the new college. 


Vatican Radio blasts Korea 


VATICAN CITY—Vatican Radio recently 
declared that harassment and arrest are: 
becoming the “‘daily bread”’ for Catholic and 


Protestant clergy in South Korea. The 
editorial charged that Korean authorities 
“are trying to pass off Christian thought and 
theology as synonymous with Communism.’’

Books are among the nicest gifts to give and receive, 
especially at Christmas time. Just suppose we had $100 to 
spend for books, what could be recommended? 


For the man of the house, there is an excellent reprint of a_ 


modern classic, The Head of the Family by Clayton C; 
Barbeau (The Liturgical Press, $2.95 pb.). He might also like 
The Great Mysteries by Father Andrew Greeley (Seabury, 
$8.95), a refreshing look at Christianity. 


THE LADY of the house could enjoy Sally Cuneen’s 
Contemporary Meditations on the Everyday God (Thomas 
More, $2.95 pb.). In it, a busy, modern woman looks to God 
for help and comfort. Husband and wife can find interest in 
Thomas Merton by Cornelia and Irving Sussman (MacMillan, 
$6.95), a spirited look at a thoroughly modern man. 


If there are any young adults on your list who are 
contemplating marriage, they should like Only Love Can 
Make It Easy by William and Patricia Coleman (Twenty-Third 
Publications, $3.95 pb.). This should really be a part of every 
pre-marriage course. 


Teenagers need present no special problem, since there are 
so many recently published and well written lives of the 
saints, God’s special friends. Easy to recommend are 
Elizabeth Ann Seton by Jane F. Hindman (Arena Letres $1.50 
pb.), Harvester of Souls: John Neumann by Tom Langan (Our 
Sunday Visitor press, $2.95 pb.) and Servants of Love by 
Elizabeth Hamilton (Our Sunday Visitor press, $2.75 pb.) a 
life of St.. Teresa of Avila. 


THERE IS SO much variety for the little ones, that it is 
difficult to pick and choose. Los Aguinaldos del Infante by 
Tomas Blanco, (Westminster, $8.95) is a beautiful Epiphany 
tale in Spanish and English. My First Prayerbook by Gillian 
Gaze (Our Sunday Visitor, $1.95.) is a delightful way to have 
the little ones learn to pray. 

Illness is something we would all like to avoid, but if there 
is an ailing relative or friend on the list, The Importance of 
Being Sick by Leonard Bowman (Consortium, $12) must be 
considered. It’s the type of book that should be read and then 
shared. 

If there’s a priest on the gift list, it would be difficult to find 
a book more useful than The Catholic Priesthood Today by 
Father Donald Wuerl (Franciscan Herald Press, $6.95). It is a 


perfect blend of the traditional and the modern in examining 
the priesthood. 


IF THERE should be a deacon or the gift list, Pueblo 
Publishing company has just issued a thorough ritual called, 
quite simply, The Rites ($9.50). 

For both seminarians and charismatics, I can recommend 
The Holy Spirit by Father George T. Montague (Paulist Press, 
$8.50). It is fine example of biblical scholarship on a very 
important subject. 

Two specialty numbers might find use on this list. Write on 
Target by Sue Nicols Spence (Word Books, $3.50 pb.) is for 
the budding author. Down to Earth by Episcopal Canon John 
de Satge (Consortium, $12) is an exquisite tribute to the 
Mother of God from the evangelical viewpoint. 


OUR HUNDRED dollars has now dwindled, but there 
might be a few added cents to include the 1977 Catholic 
Almanac (Our Sunday Visitor press $5.95 pb.) as a gift for 
your own desk, and a ready reference for the whole family. 

If one has to cancel four or more of these selections, put the 
money into the new, one-volume The Catholic Encyclopedia 
by Robert C. Broderick (Nelson, $24.95). It’s a real treasury of 
knowledge. ;
